DEQ staff will be proposing to: (1) add definitions for “Critical Finding” and “Finding”; (2)
include Escherichia coli to the basic environmental laboratory analytes for general water
quality laboratories; (3) add a new fee to recover the actual cost for performing on-site
evaluations; (4) replace the word “inspection” with the term “evaluation” in parts of the
Chapter; (5) clarify the circumstances and frequency for conducting on-site evaluations; (6)
delete an unneeded reference to the National Environmental Laboratory Accreditation
Conference; (7) update the rule concerning the date of incorporation by reference of certain
federal regulations and EPA methods from July 1, 2012 to July 1, 2018; (8) increase the
record retention requirement for laboratory QA/QC program from three (3) years to five (5)
years; (9) delete the option to test spike duplicates once per month; (10) add language to

DEQ staff will be proposing to: (1) add definitions for “Critical Finding” and “Finding”; (2)
clarify the definition of “Interim accreditation”; (3) add a new fee to recover the cost for
DEQ staff performing on-site evaluations; (4) replace the word “inspection” with the term
“evaluation” in parts of the Chapter; (5) delete redundant language and broaden the
educational and training requirements of the laboratory technician; (6) clarify the
circumstances and frequency for conducting on-site evaluations; (7) add language requiring
Proficiency Testing (PT) samples to be provided by a National Environmental Laboratory
Accreditation Program (NELAP) approved PT provider; (8) update the rule concerning the
date of incorporation by reference of certain federal regulations from July 1, 2012 to July 1,
2018; (9) add language to clarify that sample storage thermometers are to be calibrated or
verified at least annually, using a recognized National Metrology Institute such as NIST; and

PERMANENT RULEMAKING - OAC 252:653 — "AQUIFER STORAGE AND
RECOVERY."

DEQ staff will be proposing to amend OAC 252:653 to: (1) update the definitions of
“Aquifer Storage and Recovery” and “Area of Hydrologic Effect” for consistency with

the Oklahoma Water Resources Board; (2) provide permit application fees and annual
operating fees for ASR; (3) provide for notification requirements for ASR facilities; and (4)
provide specific language requiring bench-scale and field-scale pilot testing for evaluating
the compatibility of delivered water with the receiving aquifer for the purpose of ASR.
